(4) Eggs and Poultry. 

(6) Guar meal. 

(6) Books and periodicals (in Indian and Pakistani languages). 

(7) Gramophone records (in Indian and Pakistani languages and instru¬ 

mental). 

(8) Films exposed (In Indian and Pakistani languages). 

(9) Fish dry and salted. 

(10) Green spices. 

(11) Betelnuts. 

(12) Drugs and medicines including Unani and Ayurvedic. 

(13) Black cumin seeds. 

(14) Mother of pearl shells. 

(15) Betel leaves. 

(16) Fluorspar. 

(17) Nylon guts and monofilament, 

(18) Live turtle (Tortoise). 

2. It has been decided to grant licences for the year April 1961—March, 1962 
for the import of the above mentioned items from Pakistan on the basis indicated 
in the Annexure to this Public Notice during the period April—September, 1961.
